The Government Statist intimates having obtained Returns 
of the present vintage from vignerons in the State who represented 
90% of the previous season?s totel production, and from this 
source he estimates that the vintege for 1930-31 will approximate 
9,100,000 Gallons of Wine for Beverage and Distillation, in 
comparison with 12,406,017 Gallons for the previous year, s decrease 
of 3,306,017 Gallons, or 26.64%. 

The River Murray Districts are estimated to yield 
3,680,000 (5,016,627) Gallons, a decrease of 1,336,627 Gallons, or 
26.65%. 

Last year 6,954,435 Gellons of the 12,406,017 Gallons 
of Wine made were for Distillstion, but the quantity for this 
year is not yet known.
